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Knowing CPR can help save lives

The LeBlanc family is 
grateful for the efforts of 
aletter carrier who tried 
everything he could to help 
their loved one. 

While delivering letters 
on his route along Rice- 

last Tuesday morning, Neil 
Stewart, a Canada Post 
employee, didn’t think any¬ 
thing was wrong when he 
first spotted Gerald LeBlanc 
sitting in his car. 

“I saw the van running 
in the driveway but a lot of 
vehicles were running that 
day. There was so much 
ice that day, and it was the 
kind of ice you couldn’t just 
scrape off your car, you'd 
have to let it warm up first,” 
Stewart said. 

“When I saw the man, my 
first reaction was that he 


might have fallen asleep." 

Stewart knocked on the 
driver’s side door of the vehi¬ 
cle to make sure LeBlanc 
was okay. When the LeB¬ 
lanc didn’t respond, Stew¬ 
art walked around the van 
to where the back hatch was 
opened and screamed "to try 
and get the man’s attention.” 

When LeBlanc didn’t 
stir, Stewart quickly 
responded. He walked 
around the car, opened 
the door and checked the 
man for a pulse. When he 
didn’t find one, Stewart 
dialed 9-1-1. 

He reached for the seat 
lever to push the driver’s 
seat back and began cardi¬ 
opulmonary resuscitation, 
better known as CPR, on 
LeBlanc and stayed with 
the man until paramedics

“There was a feeling of 
panic but everything hap¬ 
pened so quickly,” Stewart 

Stewart, a Niagara Falls 
resident who has been 
delivering mail for the 
same route for the last four 
years, “had to try to do 
something” to help LeB- 
lanc even though the men 
barely knew each other. 


"I didn’t know the man 
very well but I’ve been 
delivering the family’s 
mail for years and they 
have always been nice to 
me. They would wave, say 
hello and we would talk 

“Everyone who tried to 
help my father, the mail¬ 
man, the doctors, all did the 
best they could. He didn’t 
pull through,” Teresa LeB- 
lanc said about her father. 


LeBlanc died at the 
Greater Niagara General 
Hospital on March 2. He 
was 77 years-old. A serv¬ 
ice was held Saturday at 
Benner Funeral Services 
in Fort Erie.

“We would like to give 
(Stewart) our heartfelt 
gratitude even though my 



father passed away,” LeB¬ 
lanc said. 

"It's nice to know we 
have a mailman (like 
Stewart). (Letter carriers) 
are a vital part of the com¬ 
munity as far as I am con¬ 
cerned,” she added. 

Even with the best emer¬ 
gency medical service sys¬ 
tem, Karen Stearne, exec¬ 
utive director of Heart 
Niagara, said paramed¬ 
ics and health profession¬ 
als require a minimum 
of three to four minutes 
to arrives on scene in the 
event of a medical emer¬ 
gency which is why it’s 
important for people to 
know CPR. 

“Congratulations to (Stew¬ 
art) forwhat he did,” she said. 


Stearne said CPR train¬ 
ing is valuable because it's 
“important to initiate the 
chain of survival.” 

A critical factor is deter- 

is the amount of time that 
elapses from the time a 
medical incident occurs 
and when CPR is initiated. 

Early CPR helps by 
maintaining some blood 
flow to the heart and 
brain during a medical 
event until defibrillation 
and advance life support 
measures are available. 

"Annually, I hear from at 
least a dozen people when 
I am out in the commu¬ 
nity having conversations 
say, ‘I am always worried 
I won’t know what to do if 


something to happen.’ By 
taking a few hours out of 
your life annually, you’ll 

the case of an emergency.” 

She encourages eve¬ 
ryone to learn how to do 
CPR because knowing how 
to perform the skill has the 
potential to save lives. 

“Anyone of any age can 
do it,” Stearne said. 

Heart Niagara teaches 
CPR to adults and children 
as young as six years-old.

Point of View 

National strategy needed to change 
the course of a frightening future 


B y the end of 2031,1.4 
million Canadians will 
be living with some 
form of dementia, including 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

At this moment, it is 
affecting about 15 per cent of 
all Canadians 65 years of age 

In Niagara, with its 
high percentage of senior 
population, there are an 
estimated 8,900 people 
living progressive dementia, 
a debilitating disease of 
confusion and memory loss. 
In just 10 years that number 
will increase to about 12,470, 
and then to 18,000 by 2036. 

According to the Alzheimer 
Society of Canada, the direct, 
or medical, costs, combined 
with indirect costs from lost 
earnings, total $33 billion per 
year. If nothing changes, this 
number will climb to $293 
billion a year by 2040. 

Age is the highest risk 
factor, and at this time there 
is no known way to stop or 
cure this devastating disease. 

Some more frightening 
statistics from the 
Alzheimer Society: one of 
five Canadians aged 45 or 
older provides some form 
of care to seniors living with 
long-term health problems, 
and a quarter of all family 
caregivers are seniors 
themselves. 

The psychological and 
physical toll on family 
caregivers is huge - up to 


75 per cent will develop 
psychological illnesses; 15 
to 32 per cent experience 
depression, not surprising 
considering the hours spent 
providing around-the-clock 
care for loved ones, with little 
relief. 

Why wouldn’t we support 
a national dementia strategy? 
Chances are high we will 
either become the person who 
is causing stress on family 
members who look after us, 
or the caregiver trying to look 
after our loved one. 

We need a strategy that 
will not only find ways of 
improving the quality of 
life for those who suffer 
from dementia and for their 
caregivers, but that will also 
focus on research to manage 
and prevent the disease. 

The first wave of baby 
boomers turned 65 five years 
ago, and between two and 
10 per cent of all cases of 
dementia start before the age 
of 65. The risk doubles every 
five years after the age of 65. 
Where is the money going 
to come from to support 
the staggering numbers of 
those who will suffer from 
dementia? 

None of this is news. We’ve 
known for decades that our 
aging population is creating 
a corresponding increase 
in the number of people 
with dementia, and that the 
associated costs of caring for 
them and the toll it takes on 


caregivers are also rising. 

Were we waiting for 
someone to discover that 
magical cure that was just 
around the comer, an elixir 
or pill we can all take, a 
simple way to avoid this 
terrifying disease looming 
over all of us as we age? It 
hasn't happened, and isn’t 
likely to, at least not soon 
enough. 

Kudos to Niagara Falls 
riding MP Rob Nicholson 
and Don Valley West Liberal 
MP Rob Oliphant for their 
efforts toward a national 
dementia strategy that would 
see the provinces and all 
stakeholders develop a plan 
that focuses on finding a 
cure, and dealing with the 
impacts and costs to society 
of dementia. 

It’s no longer enough to 
participate in the walks and 
the coffee breaks and the 
other many events that help 
to raise funds and awareness 
- as important as they are, 
they will not be able to keep 
pace with the numbers that 
are painting a picture for us 
of a frightening future. 

It’s urgent that we support 
this bill and let our MPs and 
MPPs know we consider 
it a priority - we need a 
national solution that will 
include our provinces 
and our communities for 
implementation, on an 
issue that should be a prime 
concern to all of us.

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Get outdoors and observe the birds this winter 


I s anyone still win¬ 
ter bird watching? 

I have learned from oth¬ 
ers that a bird's territorial 
behaviour in Niagara is more 
easily observed in winter. 

I think that you knowwhy. 
Our more common win¬ 
ter birds establish and main¬ 
tain dearly defined win¬ 
ter territories. It was at the 
Stevensville Conserva¬ 
tion Parkwhere chicka¬ 
dees were gathered together 
in flocks at winter time. 

They would descend on 
a feeding area as a group. 
Back then, there were 
two main feeding areas at 
the Stevensville Park 
Although I didn't do it I was 
told that by observing these 
two separate flocks you could 



estimate the extent of their ter¬ 
ritorial feeding areas in winter. 

My birder friend told me 
that many birds in winter do 
live in well-defined areas that 
they do not defend. These 
areas are called ranges. 

Visit the Stevensville Con¬ 
servation Area this winter 
but be patient Again win¬ 
ter times allowyou to see our 
winter birds more dearly. 

We saw ten beautifiil Cedar 


waxwings fly toward us 
from across frozen Lake Ste¬ 
vensville (really a pond). 

They came from the north¬ 
west and flocked to the wild 
olive bushes near the creek 
bridge. They fed on the tiny 
olives almost oblivious to 
our presence. An exquisite 
sight on a winter’s day. Bin¬ 
oculars in hand and my friend 
ready with his camera. 

Why not visit there sev¬ 
eral times this winter as long 
as the road is ploughed. 

May you be fortunate in 


Wife, Elaine, and I will 
be heading again for Nia- 
gara-on-the-Lake via Nia¬ 
gara Parkway. We did last 
week all the way there to no 


avail. We will try again. 

My big duck reference book 
given to me by my wife con¬ 
tains the answer on pages 
126 and 127. It was many 
years previously that I first 
learned about the beauti¬ 
ful Arctic duck. Old Squaw 
now called Long-tail 
The first time I saw this 
bird was with area naturalist 
Ernie Giles. We, Ernie, natu¬ 
ralist Deb Magnus and I stood 
on the banks of the Niagara 
River a few miles south of 
Lake Ontario. A clear, bright 
day we heard various loud 
duckings and other strange 
noises to the north of us. 

“It’s mating time for the 
Old Squaws,” said Ernie. 

“Old squaws? I asked. 
"Long-tails, are their new 



name,” he replied. Binocu¬ 
lars in hand I surveyed at the 
mouth of the river over 100 
Long-tails as their loud mat¬ 
ing calls permeated the still 
air. The male is boldly pat¬ 
terned in black and white 
with a very long tail. Avery 
beautiful bird that has come 
to visit us from the high Arc¬ 
tic for several weeks. Take 
a drive this winter, eh. 

Writer's note: Two great 
birders, Dr. John Black and 
Kayo Roy, made my day. 


Their tremendous book 
Birds Niagara, has just inside 
its cover two pages cover¬ 
ing my favourite duck the 
Long-tailed (Old Squaw). 
Thanks. This great book Is 
793 pages long and is the fin¬ 
est survey of birds of Nia¬ 
gara that I have ever seen. 

I still enjoy each page and 
each chapter.

From the gardener’s journal 


While walking the beach 
shores and admiring the 
sunshine on the still waters, 
possibly even a thin layer of 

quickly each winter season will 
become spring. 

The ground may still 
be frozen in places and 
the air may still have cool 
moments, but the warm 
sunshine and the song of 
the birds gives a clear mes¬ 
sage of season change. 

Entering the greenhouse 
each morning and greeting 
Mickey Mouse and now his 
family, I am aware of the 
allure of living plants. There 
is enough in the greenhouse 
for Mickey and family to live 
on but each day I remind 
them that when the reallv nice 
weather comes they need to 
seek other shelter, not in the 
tall coleus where they reside 



now. Intimetheywillmove 
on and the spring birds and 
early songs will lessen, but 
we will all welcome the new 

My greenhouse partner 
in grime enjoys the desert 
blooms during these months, 
while my eyes feast on the 
fresh growth taking place 
each day. During our second 
Garden Sprouts class this past 
weeklrealizedwehave more 
evening light to enjoy. And 
that means more growth, 
everything is waking up, you 


might observe. 

In keeping with thatwaking 
up theme this week's recipe is 
all about waking up your taste 
for spring flavors and such. 
(See box.) 

Soon the bulbs planted in 
earnest in the autumn will 
show their colours and the 
surge for seeds and cuttings 
will increase. This is a great 
time for the indoor starts, 
keeping in mind we may have 
a late spring, or an early spring, 
so perhaps plan a place where 
light and warmth begin the 
seedlings. Then a spot where 
they can harden a Me before 
the full planting. The indoor 
plants will be perking up as 
well, so keep their leaves dean 
by wiping with a soft dry cloth 
onceaweek Andlamahuge 
fen of the ice cube watering 
system, so a few cubes once a 
week for the larger plants and

That will give enough moisture 

but not too much. 

Herbs can be planted now 
too for the season to come and 
I am convinced we will need 
to grow more of our own herbs 
and vegetables this season. 
Costs of imports are increasing 
and with these costs come 
creative ways to grow and 
maintain our own gardens and 
garden spaces. More about 
those ideas coming soon. 

Meanwhile, have a lovely 
week and see you on the trails, 
at the beach and even in the 
garden as the air warms up. 

And as always, keep 
growing.

Vegetables ala Grecque 

Marinade: 

• 1/2 tsp black peppercorns 


• 2bay leaves 

• 1 large fresh rosemary 
sprig (1/2 tsp dried) 

• 1 large ftesh tarragon 
sprigs (1 tsp dried) 

• 2 large fresh thyme sprigs 
(1/2 tsp dried) 

• 2 cups dry white wine 

• 2 cups water 

• 4 doves garlic, pressed or 
minced 

• 1/2 cup ddervinegar 

• ltspsalt 

Place peppercorns and bay 
leaves in a tea baft. Tie all of 
the freshherbstogetherwith 
kitchen string, or if using dried 
herbs add them to the tea ball. 

In a non reacdve saucepan, 
bring all ofthe marinade 
ingredients to a boil, then 
reduce heat and covet; simmer 
for about 15 minutes. 

While the marinade sim¬ 
mers slice or chop two cups 
carrots, two cups zucchini, two 


cups sweet potatoes, two cups 
sugar peas, two cups onions or 
you can choose green beans, 
mushrooms, cauliflower or 
broccoli or bell peppers. Keep 
the vegetable size to bite size 
for best and even steaming. 

Blanche each vegetable with 
the herb mixture, beginning 
with the strongest flavoured 
vegetable to the mildest. 

Potatoes and carrots take 
about 10 minutes to become 
tender while peppers and 
mushrooms and onions only 
take two or three minutes 
When all the vegetables are 
tender then drain and place 
them on a serving platter. 

This is an excellent dish with 
fresh steamed brown rice or 
multi grain pasta. A slice of 
fresh red onion atop the veg¬ 
etables adds colour and flavor.

The Erie Country Sher¬ 
iff’s Office has also assisted 
in the search efforts by con¬ 
ducting aerial searches of 
the area using infrared tech¬ 
nology.

for their efforts which have 
included personal and pri¬ 
vate ground searches. 

Police are still trying to 
locate Cowsill, however the

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Police Briefs 


Five people facing drug charges 


Five Niagara people have been 
arrested as a result of a drug 
investigation. 

Last fall, Niagara Regional Police 
officers from the crime units in 
Fort Erie and Welland initiated 
a joint drug investigation in the 
sale of cocaine at local licensed 
establishments in Fort Erie, 

Project Closing Time was initiated 
to identify and arrest parties 
involved in this illegal activity. The 
covert operation was conducted 
with police officers operating in an 
undercover capacity. The police 
officers infiltrated numerous 
establishments in Fort Erie over the 
course of last fall and early winter. 

As a result of this operation several 
purchases of cocaine were made 
from a variety of people located in or 
near the establishments. 

Richard Bartscher, 33, of Fort 
Erie, Jessica Dixon, 20, of Fort Erie, 
Johnathon Joyce, 26, of Welland and 
Candace North, 22, of Welland, have 
each been charged with one count of 
trafficking in a controlled substance 


and Brianna Williams. 27, of Welland, 
is charged with three counts of 
trafficking in a controlled substance 

All of the arrested parties have 
been released on an Officer in 
Charge Promise to Appear and given 
a future court date. 

Police report the investigation 
is continuing and more arrests are 
anticipated.

20-year-old Aaron Brown was arrested 
on March 3 and is facing a number of 
charges related to a robbery that took 
place on Feb. 19 in Fort Erie. 

Brown has been charged with break 
and enter, two counts of assault with 
a weapon, possession of a prohibited 
weapon, uttering threats, and fail to 
comply with probation. 

He was held in custody pending a 
bail hearing in St. Catharines.

The Niagara Falls Canucks have 
grabbed a 2-0 series lead over the 
Fort Erie Meteors and, in the proc¬ 
ess, cooled off one of the hottest 
teams heading into the Greater 
Ontario Junior Hockey League 
Golden Horseshoe Conference 
playoffs. 

“Everybody has reallysimplified 
their game, started playing more 
north-south and playing really 
hard as ateam,” said Canucks for¬ 
ward Zack Lansfield, who had a 
hat trick in the Canucks’ 4-1 road 

night “We emphasizedbefore the 
playoffs started that we wouldget 
pucks deep.” 

It was Lansfield’s first career 
playoff hat trick and second of 
the season. His last one came in 
a 12-5 loss to the St. Catharines 
Falcons Jan. 15. 

“It was nice, but it was better 
to get the win,” the 21-year-old 
Oshawa native said. “Howeverwe 
get the win, it doesn’t matter.” 

Lansfield’s goals weren’tthings 
of beauty, but no one writes on the 
scoresheet how the goals went it 

“Theywerejust around the net,” 
he said. “I poked a couple of pucks 
in and one was an empty-netter. 
It helps to have a bigger body to 
protect your stick.” 

Lansfield’s scoring exploits 
are no surprise to Canucks head 
coach Frank Pietrangelo. 

“He has had a really good play¬ 
offs so far,” he said. “He is a two- 
year guy, he has been rock-steady 


for us and he plays a prominent 
role here putting points on the 
board and goals in the net.” 

Like Saturday night, many 
of Lansfield’s goals come from
